League Plans to Find Out

The League of Women Voters, in 
regular meeting yeeterday at the 
chamber of commerce, passed reso- 
lutions protesting against the re- 
cent dismissal, in executive session, 
and without charges, of Mise Julia 
Riordan, principal of Davis street 
school, calling such action contrary 
to the principles on which our 
-democracy was founded, and _ Tre- 
questing that the board of educa- 
tion state the charge or charges, if 
any, against Miss Riordan, and «hat 
the board grant her the privilege 
of a hearing. 

The resolution was introduced by 
Mrs. A. G. Helmer, and there were a 
@umber of strong speeches urging 
the unfairness and undemocracy of 
the action of the board and backing 
aphe passage of the resolution. 

Two Women Oppose. 

The only speakers against the 
resolution were Mrs. J. E. Andrews, 
whose argument was that since the 
school board members are elected 
by the people their actions should 
not be questioned by the people; and 
Mrs. Wm, N. Hannaberry, who stat- 
ed that since the League of Women 
Votere is going to make for its 
chief program the securing of a 
new city charter, that the members 
should not be deflected from their 
main purpose to take up the fight 
of an individual. 

Numerous answers were made to 
Mrs. Hannaberry on the ground that 
the league was placing its protest 
purely on a foundation of princi- 
ple. 

The point was brought out in the 
discussion that in the past there 
were printed and accepted rules 
governing the proceedings of the 
board of education, one of which 
was to the effect that no teacher 
gould be dismissed without warning 
and notice of charges, and that, so 
far as the information of the At- 
lanta public goes, these rules had 
never been abrogated and are atil] 
the rules that should govern the 
board’s proceedings. 

In answer to an inquiry as to 
whether Miss Riordan has asked the 
board for a copy of the charges 
against her, Mrs. McKee answered 
in the affirmative, and read the fol- 
lowing correspondence between Miss 
Riordan and W. W. Gaines, the 
president of the board of educa- 
tion:

For Ghostly Port 
Of Missing Ships 


They Talk, on the Water 
Front, of Over Half-Score 
Gone in Year. 


New York, June 21.—Along the 
New York water-front where a 
man’s nationality can be told from 
the cut of his jib, sailors recalling 
at least ten other ships which sail- 
ed during the last year or so and 
never were heard of more, in ad- 
dition to the three lost vessels and 
the wrecked Carol A. Deering, of 
Portland, Me., whose fate is being 
investigated by the United States 
government. 

In sailors’ homes and the greasy 
little restaurants which have gen- 
erally succeeded the old water- 
front saloons, sailors are drawn to- 
gether from all coasts of the world 
with bits of old gossip from the 
pubs of Liverpool and Tilbury, from 
Marseilles and Riga, Port Said, 
Shanghai and Natal. 

They wonder whether bolshevism 
or foul weather, accidents or va- 
grant marine mines planted during 
the war accounted for the loss of 
such veSsels as the freighter Wil- 
liam O’Brien, of 3,000 tons, which 
disappeared after leaving New Pork 
for Rotterdam on April 15 a year 
ago. 

Even American army transports 
have had their troubles with mutin- 
ous elements among their civilian 
crews and if that can happen aboard 


government-controlled vessels, sea- 
faring’ men say, anything might 
happen aboard a little freighter 
where the captain and subordinate 
officers and a handful of men might 
have to stand out against the rest 
of the ship’s company. 
Mystery Portal. 

The O’Brien attempted to report 
difficulty in heavy weather a lew 
days after sailing but the message, 
which was garbled was the last 
ever heard from her. Anew Orleans 
boy in the crew was long sought 
by his relatives but never found. 
Long afterward a woman visited 
the offices here of the France and 
Canada Steamship company, snow- 
ing a card received from a son, a 
member of the O’Brien’s crew, mail- 
ed from France and saying he was 
with Edsel Ford, the son of Henry 
Ford. The mystery of this com- 
munication was complicated by the 
fact that young Ford was in the 
United States all the time. 

Another ship missing and given 
up as lost is the Italian freighter 
Monte San Michele, of 4,061 tons, 
New York for Genoa with a load of 
grain. She cleared New York last 
February and has not reported yet. 

The American tanker Hewitt, sul- 
phur laden, Sabine, Tex., for Bos- 
ton, was due to follow the coast 
after clearing the gulf port last 
January but was never sighted 
again. 

Ghost Haunted Seas. 

On November 24, 1920, the 2,924- 
ton Spanish freighter Yute, Balti- 
more for Dunkirk and ten days out, 
reported her position off Cape May, 
the last ever heard of her. Nor has 
has any word ever been received 
of the fate of the British schooner, 
Canadian Maid, last seen on April 
4, 1920, or the Norwegian steamship 
Fiorine which cleared Copenhagen 
November 26, 1920. 

Other mystery ships whose ghosts 
will haunt the seas until sailing 
men find out what became of them, 
are the British ship Esperanza De 
Laragne, Newfoundland for English 
ports, which sailed last November, 
the British schooner General Horne, 
bound from England for Newfound- 
land, and last heard of on October 
19, 1920; the Danish Bark fF ylla, 
and the Albyn, which was never 
seen after clearing Norfolk last Oc-. 
tober. 

The sailing ships might be ac- 
counted for by the hazards of the 
sea but even so it would be strange 
that the hulkKs should disappear 
and the crews perish to the last 
man. The freighters are the real 
mystery ships. They survive ter- 
rible buffeting by the seas. That 
so many foundered in so short a 
time, without a chance to send out 
a wireless call seems uncanny to the

South Carolina Senator 
Asks Investigation of 
Board Regulation on Re- 
discount Rates. 


ALL FINANCIAL POWER 
WITH BOARD, HE SAYS 


Harris, of Georgia, In- 
troduces Bill Provid- 
ing for Federal Loans to 
Farmers. 


Washington, June 21.—Investi- 
tion of the federal reserve board’s 
regulation of rediscount rates was 
Suggested in the senate today by 
Senator Smith, democrat, South 
Carolina. 

“The people of the country are 
going bankrupt and _ starving,” 
Senator Smith asserted, “while we 
sit here calmly, knowing that we 
have placed the entire financial 
power of the country in the hands 
of the seven members of the fed- 
eral reserve board. In that board 
have we created a frankenstein to 
destroy us?”’ 

Senator Smith attacked the 
board’s recent statement that gold 
reserves were greater than in his- 
tory declaring that while the na- 
tion is burning up we boast that 
there is more water in the tank 
than ever before.”’ 

A bill providing for loans of two 
hundred million dollars by the 
treasury to the federal farm loan 
board for loans to farmers on ap- 
proved applications was introduced 
by Senator Harris, democrat, Geor- 
gia. The bill directs that no federal 
land bank shall loan the money at 
more than six per cent and that 
five per cent interest shall be paid 
to the treasury for the sum bor- 
rowed. 

Senator Heflin, democrat, Ala- 
bama, joined with Senator Smith 
and urged relief through credit ex- 
tension to the cotton growers of 
the south. The Alabama senator 
said the price of cotton “has been 
beaten down fifteen dollars a bale 
in the last few days by speculators 
without a pound of cotton in hand.” 

Senator Heflin suggested that the 
cotton exchanges be closed ‘‘to stop 
this gambling.”

Minority Agreements, 

The minority senators oppose the 
passage of the Townsend bill for 
a number of reasons, among which 
the following are set¢forth: 

First, that it repeals the present 
federal aid to the state road build- 
ing law, the best road law ever put 
upon the federal statutes. 

Second, because under the present 
law the federal government gives 
aid to state roads on a 50-50 basis. 
Under the proposed Townsend bill 
the federal aid system is changed 
from state aid to a federal system 
of interstate or primary roads. 

Third, under the present law, state 
highway commissions or legisla- 
tures locate the roads in their re- 
spective states with the approval of 
the director of roads. Under the 
proposed Townsend bill the federal 
highway commission locates all pri- 
mary roads without regard to any 
state highway commissions. In a 
way the Townsend bill expresses a 
desire for the approval of the state 
highway commissions, but an 
amendment providing that a pro- 
dJect should be approved by the 
state highway commission was 
voted down in the committee.

Governor-Elect to Place 
Situation of Estrange- 
ment Before Solons and 
Call for Harmony. 


MAY ATTACH STRINGS 
TO APPROPRIATIONS 


Present Policy of Criti- 
cism and Lack of Co- 
.operation Is Poor One, 
Says Senator Manson. 


When Governor Thomas W. Hard- 
wick delivers his firet message to 
the general assembly next week one 
of the most important questiong will 
be that of relations between the 
Georgia Schoo] of Technology and 
University of Georgia, with the rec- 
ommendation that athletic activities 
between the two Institutions be re- 
éumed. 

Thie information was disclosed 
Tuesday ovening by Senator Frank 
Manson, of the thirty-fifth district, 
who stated that he knew the gov- 
ernor-elect was planning to bring 
the matter to the attention of the 
lawmakers. The senator further de- 
clared that he himself had decided 
to take up the matter on. the floor 
of the senate following the gov- 
ernors recommendations. 

“Governor Hardwick believes that 
Tech and Georgia should: work to- 
gether in perfect co-operation and 
harmony,” said Mr. Maneon. “Both 
of them are state institutions, and 
there is no reason in the world why 
they shouldn’t resume athletic re- 
lations on a friendly basis of sports- 
manship., 

2 Poor Policy. . 

“There are many important thinge 
in which the two great educational 
institutions might work together. 
This policy of criticising each other 
is a poor one—one which can bring 
no good results.” 

“Rivalry between the two 
schools,” he continued, “should ex- 
ist, but it should be placed on a 
high plane of sportsmané6hip. With 
the state appropriating funds this 
summer to enable them to carry for- 
ward their work, you may rest as- 
sured that the lawmakers will at- 
tach conditions that will bring re- 
sults for the money expended. 

“This ie not given in a spirit of 
criticism, but expresses a desire to 
bring about improvements in these 
two universities—the greatest in 
south.” : 

Tech and Georgia severed ath- 
letic relations in 1919 following 
charges and counter charges  bDe- 
tween students involving the war 
records of each Institution. Since 
then frequent attempts have been 
made to resume athletic sschedules, 
but these have proved fruitless. 

Much Interest Attached. 

Not only has the situation been 
of state-wide interest, but has at- 
tracted attention throughout the 
country owing to the prominence 
both institutions hold in educational 
and athletic standards. There 1s 
a decided public sentiment In favor 


fof the two universities resuming 
athletic relations, and the question 
will be one of the most interesting 
before the general aesembly. 

Governor Hardwick's recom- 
mendations relative to the institu- 
tions will not only include the.sub- 
ject of athietics, but will take in 
policies and improvements tov work 
for their advancement on a broad 
Scope ,it is understood.

“‘Let’s give the world, weary of 
war, staggering beneath crushing 
burdens of debt, the lead on this 
matter,” he said. “Let us invite the 
United States, Japan and France to 
meet us. We cannot hope that the 
world will beat its swords into 
plowshares until we do. Let us halt 
naval construction and naval ex- 
penditure. If the world resolves to 
halt further preparations for war, 
everything is possible.

PLANES QUICKLY 
DESTROY U-BOAT 


First Division Naval Sea- 
planes Sinks Target in 
Bombing Tests—Two 
Planes Crash. 


On Board Steamship Henderson, 
Off Cape Charles, Va., June 21.—A 
direet hit with a 163-pound aerial 
bomb, dropped from an F-5-L type 
seaplane, sent the former German 
submarine U-117 te the bottom of 
the Atlantic today and abruptly 
terminated the first of a series of 
experiments by the army and navy 
to test the ability of naval vessels 
to withstand damage inflicted from 
the afr. The one-time German 
commerce raider and submarine 
mine planter was bound for Davy 
Jones’ locker just 16 minutes after 
the first salvo of bombs was 
launched,

The sinking of the U-1i17 in so 
short a time came as a surprise®to 
most of the army and navy officers 
who witnessed the experiment, 
many of whom had been frankly 
skeptical regarding the ability of 
the planes to even hit the sub- 
marine, regardless of the fact that 
all the eonditions favored the at- 
tacking force and no effort was 
made to simulate actual war condi- 
tions. The U-117 was securely an- 
chored and the hombing planes 
were furnished with charts show- 
ing the exact position of the target,

Throughout his confinement here 
Tillery has maintained his_ inno- 
cence stoutly and predicted that he 
will be acquitted by the jury at 
his trial Wednesday.

Condensed the “numerous and fla- 
grant attempts to intimidate the 
school teachers of the country in the 
exercise of their rights and duties 
as citizens outside of the echool.”

Interest among business and pro- 
fessional men in the campaign for 
recruiting men to complete the quo- 
ta mecessary for formation of the 
Atlanta battalion of the Georgia na- 
tional guard was increased Tuesday 
afternoon at the meeting of the spe- 
cial committee from the chamber 
of commerce when it was decided to 
post placards in several hundred 
Places of business, which will tell 
employees that their employers not 
only urge them to enlist but agree 
to give them full pay during the 
summer encampmenis of the militia 
units. : 

Heretofore, it was pointed out, 


there has been a tendency on parts 
f business heads and others to ob- 
ect to employees becoming mem- 
berg of national guard of other mili- 
tary units. This was due, and to a 
certain extent is still due, to the 
impression that those composing the 
company are necessarily thrown into 
coetact with a certain undesirable 
element. 


Will Fight Impression. 


It rs che atm of the committee to 

counteract this impression through 
systematic propaganda showing it 
to be utterly unfounded, and to at- 
tempt to enlist the best elements in 
the city. 
Those present at the meeting were 
Walter O. Foote, chairman; W. T. 
Perkerson, P. D. Yates, Jamés Din- 
widdie, J. D. Daniel, Charles Miller 
and Charlie Cox. Mr. Cox was in- 
vited to hear the plans and to see 
that his efforts on behalf of the 
project were receiving the co-opera- 
tion of the chamber of commerce 
committee, acting as a medium 
through which the various institu- 
tions will be approached for sanc- 
tion of the movement and aid in 
urging their employees to enlist. 

Approximately 225. men have so 
far been recruited. Fifty more are 
needed to complete the fourth com- 
jae necessary for formation of the 

attalion. “Mr. Cox said that the 
report published Sunday that the 
movement is being conducted under 
the supervision of the old guard is 
erroneous, The organization will 
be known as the Atlanta national 
guard battalion of the first 
ment, Georgia national guard. 

The quota must be attained by 
July 1, in order to carry out plans 
already perfected for the summer 
encampment at St. Simons island on 
July 10-25. Men forming the bat- 
talion will be paid $1 per day and 
all expenses and subsistence. In 
addition, if the committee's plans 
materialize, they will also be paid 
their full salarv during the camp 
by their emplovers. 

Athletic Activities. 


Various forms of athletic activi- 
tiles will be inaugurated. To de- 
fray the necessary. expense, Mr. Cox 
Suggested a plan, concurred in by 
ail those present, that each of the 
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civic clubs, including the Rotarians, 
Kiwanians, Civitans, Lions and 
others be asked to give $1 a year 
for each member to the battalion’s 
athletic fund. Im this manner ap- 
proximately $1,000 could be obtained, 
sufficient to completely equip the 
battalion with athletic parapherna- 
lia necessary for participation in 
baseball, track and other athletic 
activities. 

The city has donated the use of 
an armory room on the third floor 
of the city Auditorium. In addi- 
tion club rooms will be nrovided for 
members. The men will only be 
expected to give one hour of their 
time each week for one night’s drill, 
the other part of their time to be 
in no way taken up with any mili- 
tary responsibilities or duties. 

It was suggested that the city 
and county each be reauested to ap- 
propriate $1,000 to the battalion’s 
organization expenses. The cham- 
her of commerce has volunteered to 
have the placards printed and Mr. 
Cox, heading a committee, wfll see 
that they are posted in consnicu- 
ous places tn business institutions 
throughout the city.

PUBLIC IS WARNED| 
AGAINST SOLICITING 
IN NAME OF LEGION 


The Georgia department of the 
American Legion, in order to warn 
the public and inform the post and 
auxiliary unit officers concerning 
the methods of various organiza- 
tions and individuals who solicit 
funds and advertisements with the 
apparent indorsement of the Amer- 
ican Legion, issues the following 
bulletin: 

There is “not now any statewide advertis- 
ing scheme, publication, moving picture film 
or anything of the kind that has the ap- 
proval of these headquarters. Any local 
thing of the sort ig approved and sponsored 
by local posts. 

Hereafter no matter having the approval 
of these headquarters will be presented fo 
the public without due publicity and no mat- 
ter presented without written authority 
bearing the approval of these headquarters 
over the signature of the department com- 
mander and the department adjutant. No 
niatter having the approval of these head- 
quarters is to be worked in any gemigye” d 
having a post wntil it shall have in addi- 
tion to the above described written author- 
ity a like written indorsement from the 
commander and adjutant of the local post. 
Of course, no matter having the approval 
of national headquarters will be presented 
without like authority from them, which 
in turn will have with it the written in- 
dorsement ‘of these headquarters. Local 
posts must use the same methods of pub- 
licity and written authority in promoting 
their own ventures, unless their representa- 
tives are local men, and even then in the 
larger communities where the members can- 
net be readily known by sight to the general 
public. These headquarters will ald in de- 
termining the standing of any promoters, 
solicitors, etc, 

Tt is urged that any person or persons so

THE LEGISLATURE. 
Today marks the beginning of 


the initial session of the 1921-22 


‘general assembly of Georgia, and 


The Constitution extends a cordial 
greeting to its members. 

As to persunnel, this legislature 
is out of the ordinary in that its 
voting strength rests overwhelm: 
ing in the control of men who are 
“new to the game,” and who are 
beginning their first terms in 
either branch of the assembly. 

The fact that a vast majority of 
its members are not of the “sea- 
soned veteran” type, but have come 
fresh and direct from the rank and 
file of the people to the halls in 
which laws are made, should make 
this legislature more in sympathy 
with the spirit of the public and 
more intimately representative of 
various elements of the common- 
wealth than any that has served 
Georgia in many a day. 

Both in the fact that it is com- 
posed largely of new members 
elected as a result of a political 
turnover that was nation-wide jn 
its scope, and that much of the 
business con:ronting it has to do 
with problems of reconstruction 
and after-the-war development, 
this sesSion of the Georgia general 
assembly bears « marked degree of 
similarity to the current session of 
the national congress. 

Problems of finance and taxa- 
tion will, of course, draw heavily 
upon the time and attention of 
the legislature, and their solution 
to the best interests of the state 
will put its constructive capacity 
and resourcefulness to a severe 
test. 

These are matters of transcend- 
ent importance, directly affecting 
as they do every man, woman and 
child, every community and every 
business enterprise in the state, 
and it is a foregone conclusion, of 
course, that the legislature will 
deal with them in big  broad- 
minded, unselfish way, with only 
“the greatest good to the greatest 
number” in view. 

Matters of public education also 
demand the best thought and 
broadest vision of which the legis- 
lature is capable; and it is to be 
hoped that it will deal with them 
liberally and in a generous spirit, 
providing the maximum of revenue 
it is possible to provide for the 
maintenance and development of 
our public educational institutions, 
from the state university down to 


-the most obscure rural scnool. 


There has been considerable dis- 
cussion relative to possible chanyves 


in the physical structure of the 


state government at the hands of 
this legislature, such as the dis- 
continuance of certain bureaus and 
departments and the reorganiza- 
tion of others. 

Legislation to this end may be 
expected. But it is to be hoped 
that whatever the attitude of the 
legislature may be toward such a 
general policy, nothing will be 
done to interfere with the opera- 
tions of the state highway depart- 
ment as it is at present consti- 
tuted. 

The state highway department is 
functioning admirably, and, con- 
sidering the short time it has been 
organized and in operation, it has 
produced remarkable results. It 
should be permitted to work out its 
policies and the comprehensive 
plan it has under way for the de- 
velopment of a system of highways 
that, completed, will be surpassed 
by no state in the union. 

This session of the general as- 
sembly is without precedent in 
point of the volume and peculiar 
nature of the important public 
questions confronting it and de- 
manding attention. 

These afford the session begin- 
ning today an unusual opportunity 
to enhance the general welfare of 
the state and to contribute an en- 
during chapter to the legislative 
history of Georgia.

. Representative Vocelle, of Camden 


county, will seek to establish a 
Georgia State Canal Commission. 
similar to the commission recently 
established by the state of Florida, 
charged with looking into the ad- 
visabiity and feasibility of co-oper- 
ating with the federal government 
in the construction of the St. Marys 
canal; and the development of the 
state’s properties at Point Peter. 


There should be no opposition to 
such a step, particularly as the 
committee on railroads and canals 


in the national house of representa- 
tives has thought so well of the 
project to thus connect the ocean 
and the gulf on the Georgia coast 
that it has already voted unani- 
mously in favor of a governmental 
survey, with a recommendation for 
the necesary appropriation. 


The bil] authorizing the survey 
has not yet passed congress, having 
been caught in the confjestion at 
the close of the 66th session; but 
it will urdoubtedly pass during this 
congress, in the regular if not in 
the extra session. 

Vocelle’s measure might be 
broadened so that the state cana) 
commission might in reality be a 


State Waterway Commission, 
charged also with studying close- 
ly the opportunities for a greater 
development of all of the inland 
waterways in Georgia, not only as 
to state co-operation with the gov- 
ernment in the development of in- 
land navigation, but an equal co- 
operation with the federal water- 
power commission in the greater de- 
velopment of the hydro-electric op- 
portunities in Georgia. 

In this hour of a nation’s recon- 
struction a state must not only 
measure up to its opportunities 
through co-ordination, but must ad- 
vance its own interests by taking 
the initiative in all material mat- 
ters where federal co-operation is 
even possible. 

There are many ways in which 
Georgia can secure federa] aid in 
great progressive movements, in- 
cluding higher and vocational edu- 
cation, other than in the mere con- 
struction of highways, to whicn the 
lay mind naturally drifts, in talking 
of financial help from the govern- 
ment. 

= es = 7 

As to the building of good roads, 
of course nothing is more impor- 
tant, save possibly churches and 


schools, and they always multiply 
along the paved highways. 


The question of a “highway sys- 
tem,” however, is the foundation 
for highway construction; and it 


is just as essential that the “sys- 
tem” shall be strong and perma- 
nent and impregnable as that the 
foundation to a great building shall 
be adequate to the demands upon it. 

There are to be several highway bills 
introduced in this legislature. 

Some of them I understand wil] 
seek to strengthen the present sys- 
tem in Georgia, and should be en- 
couraged. There are opportunities 
for giving more virility to the 
present system, without destroying 
or even impairing the framework 
built up by the last legislature. 

Any attempt, however, to tear 
the system down, and to place pro- 
posed highway construction in Geor- 
gia on another crazy-quilt basis, 
Similar to what Georgia had before 
the present law was enacted, should 
be heartily discouraged. 

The old ftght to apportion the 
automobile tag taxes among the 
counties, will be begun again, ana it 
will be based, I understand, upon 
the assumption that congress wil] 
enact what is known as the Town- 
send road bill, in which any inter- 
state highways, to be constructed 
only under a.federal bureau’s ad- 
ministration, shall be built with 
federal aid. 

That is entirely a mistako. 

Congress will NOT enact 
Townsend road bill. 

On the other hand it will enact 
what is Known as the “McDonald 
substitute” which is in reality the 
Dowell road bill, combining federal 
aid for both inter and intrastate 
roads under the same state jurisdic- 
tion system as provided in the ex- 
isting post roads law, strengthening 
the present law by providing for 
maintenance, a department of re- 
search for local road materials, and 
otherwise. : 

The house committee has report- 
ed unanimously this measure, 
while the senate committee has re- 
ported out o modification of the 
Townsend bill, with a minority re- 
port signed by three members, of 
which Watson of Georgia is one. 

The house will pass its commit- 
tee bill; and assuming that the 
senate will do the same, the con- 
ference committee will adopt the 
house bill by reason of its unani- 
mofis committee report and its over- 
whelming strength on the floor. 

Therefore, it may be accepted as 
a certainty that the federal road 
law, existing today will not be 
changed, except strengthened; and 
that any new Georgia legislation 
should not disturb a proper state 
co-ordination with the government 
aver the federal laws as they ex- 
ist.

Pethaps I can explain— 

The building of highways under 
a state-wide system is a big, im- 
personal, non-political enterprise, 
in which all the people, in oné way 
or another participate and are ben- 
efited thereby. 

The iast general assembly fore- 
saw the great importance and inev- 
itable intricacies of this work, and 
wisely provided for the close rela- 
tionship of the chief executive 
thereto by his power over finances 
and his appointment of special 
counsel in the premises as a safe- 
guard over its legal procedures. 

The movement itself.is new and 
not well understood. It is subject 
to attack froin various angles. 

Pending federal legislation is 
necessarily changing the future 
Status of the state and indicates 
the necessity for constitutional 
amendments in the near future. 

Able counsel has protected it in 
the past and smoothed out feder- 
al relations to the satisfaction of 
the government and the state. 

All the more necessary, therefore, 
is similar legal aid ahead in per- 
fecting laws, particularly as to 
road maintenance, that shall be- 
come necessary by the passage of 
pending federal highway legisla- 
tion. 

Again— 

All federal matters pass through 
the legal department of the bureau 
of public roads. Notwithstanding 
a most excellent co-operation, cor- 
respondence is constantly raising le- 
gal points whose prompt answer 
means prompt payment to the 
counties, 

It requires close touch with an 


understanding lawyer, who is not 


only versed in the general laws, 
owe with highway matters, to do 
this. 


The Georgia highway commission 
is operating under 200 or more con- 
tracts of various kinds. The state 
is interested in ali of them either 
as agent, or a kind of trustee, or 
as principal. 

There is a direct or indirect haz- 
ard involved and emergency condi- 
tions are constantly arising. 

At this very hour, as the high- 
way department of Georgia will 
verify, no doubt, there exists se- 
vere pressurc in many counties, and 
legal guidance is needed to encour- 
age, to direct, and to protect much 
valuable work whose failure at this 
time would cause the loss of fed- 
eral assistance and put the whole 
financial burden back upon the 
counties or in some cases upon the 
state, 

The government takes no risks. 
Federal aid is available» only upon 
the completion of projects accord- 
ing to specifications approved by 
the federal bureau of roads. The, 
burden is always upon the state, 
and upon the counties to see that 
work is completed, 

There are many other good rea- 
sons for the constant services of a 
highway attorney— 

Dealing with so many contractors 
and their employees, a few cases 
have arisen in Georgia where fraud 
and possible indictment were indi- 
cated. The department shoulda cer- 
tainly be in position to vigorousiy 
prosecute such cases if the facts 
show that is necessary. 

Right-cf-way matters, while de- 
volving upon the counties are con- 
stantly submitted to the state com- 
mission for advice and legal guid- 
ance, and occasionally for special 
reasons proceedings are begun in 


‘the name of the state. 


The state has been faced with real 
difficulty in several cases of over- 
head railroad crossings. The rail- 
roads do not readily respond to 
this expense. Without counsel it 
would be helpless. 

In fact, the public does not real- 
ize the f!mmense clientage directly 
interested, and indeed ifnwolwed, in 
a state-wide highway program. 

* me * . 

It has been suggested that if an 
attorney to the highway commis- 
sion is continued, Governor Hard- 
wick will appoint Jude Gus How- 
ard, aow of Atlanta, to that posi- 
tion. Good! I doubt if the govern- 
or could appoint a better qualified 
man. 

The Constitution has no interest 
in the personnel of any cf Govern- 
or Hardwick’s appointments, pro- 
vided they are good and conscien- 
tious men who will serve with effi- 
ciency. It is interested in whatever 
is best and most constructive for 
all the people of this great state— 

And the Georgia highway pro- 
gram, in connection with the aid 
from the federal government, is 
too essentially non-political to quib- 
ble over men. 

What Georgia wants is a system 
of the best roads available, with 
the least possible friction; and with- 
out unnecessary burdens,

Green peas, string beans, aspara- 
gus, new potatoes, green corn, ber- 
ries, lettuce, cabbage. onions, greens 
of all kinds, the list of appetizing 
and healthful goods is a long one. 

Eggs do not build up strength 
and blood any more than potatoes or 
green peas do, perhaps not so much. 
Eggs are simply more concentrated 
nutriment. The chief fault of our 
city diet is lack of bulk. The Intes- 
tine is not given necessary exercise. 
Let the farmers put their eggs in 
cold storage or waterglass, and eat 
what the earth so abundantly sup- 
Plies in the summer time. 

People with autointoxication, con- 
stipation, bilious tendency, so-called, 
dyspepsia, flatulency and numerous 
Other symptoms of digestive dis- 
turbance, should strive to get away 
from the concentrated diet of city 
life and give the alimentary tube a 
vacation. A change is as good as a 
rest. Let the vac&tion diet be 
radical change, for the better. 

One who loves fresh country milk 
makes no mistake in drinking plen- 
ty of it. Next to fried corn meal 
mush and well-made coffee, there 
is no delicacy to compare with 
milk fresh and warm from the 
cow, in the opinion of the writer 
of these remarks.

Late Starting. 

Although the detailed plans for 
the exercise called for the appear- 
ance of the first division of three 
F-5-L type planes over the target 
, at 9 o’clock, it was an hour later 
' when the division was sighted. Led 
by Lieutenant Thomas, the planes 
approached the target in battle 
formation. Each plane carried four 
163-pound bombs, each bomb con- 
taining 116 pounds of TNT. As the 
division swung round for the run 
past the U-117, three planes drop- 
ped down to about 1,100 feet from 
the surface and when the head of 
the formation was almost over the 
bow of the U-117 observers saw 
three bombs, one from each plane, 
drop in a graceful curve toward the 
submarine. An instant later a great 
column of water shot up over the 
craft, almost entirely obscuring it. 

As the spray and mist cleared 
away, it was evident that while no 
direct hit had been made with thy 
| first salvo, fired for ranging pur- 
poses, the aviators had calculated 
the range so closely that not a bomb 
, fell more than the length of the 
submarine away from the target. 
The bow of the U-117 was lifted 
clear of the water by the force of 
the explosion and as the vessel set- 
tiled back it was thought for a time 
that it was slowly sinking.

Members of the official observing 
party credited at least one direct 
hit to the salvo and it was thought 
possible that another bomb m’ght 
have found a place in the U-boat's 
vitals. Aimost before the mist and 
dust of the explosion had cleared 
away the submarine began sinking 
slowly by the bow and six minutes 
after the salvo was launched the 
bow had entirely disappeared from 
sight. Even with nearly half of 
the vessel under water, however, the 
former commerce raider and mine 
planter refused to concede defeat to 
the enemy in the air. 

Several times the hnulk disappea*- 
ea from view only to reappear again 
for an instant, wallowing helpless- 
ly in the trough of the long At.an- 
tic rollers. Finally the conning 
tower slipped beneath the surface 
and failed to reappear and with a 
last despairing effort the wounded 
vessel lifted her stern high into the 
air and dived straight for the bot- 
tom. ee 

In the meantime another division 
of aircraft had appeared on the 
scene ready to take up the attack. 
Other naval planes at Hmpton Roads 
and Yorktown, Va., and army air- 
craft at Langley Field had no Op- 
portunity to engage in the attack. 


Scout Plane. 


During the test a SE-5 type Sop- 
with single-seater army plane pilot- 
ed by Colonel C. C. Culver, chief 
of the radio section of the army air 
service and said to be one of the 
pionee> flyers of the army, crashed 
to the surface of the ocean shortly 
after the attack was concluded. 
When his machine struck the water 
Colonel Culver was thrown clear. 
The machine remained afloat and 
the officer made his way back to 
it, assisted by one of the crew of 
a big seaplane that was idling on 
the water nearby, and calmly climb- 
ed upon the fusilage to await de- 
velopments. 

Boats were Immediately rushed to 
the scene from several nearby ships 
and a destroyer and mine sweeper 
stood by to pick up Colonel Culver 
should the plane sink under him. 
An F-5-L seaplane and launches 
from the transport Henderson and 
the air force tender Shawmut reach- 
ed the scene almost at the same 
instant and the Shawmut’s boat 
took the officer aboard, made a 
line fast to the plane and towed it 
to the Shawmut where it was lifted 
aboard, little damaged. Colonel 
Culver was uninjured and appar- 
ently enjoyed his impromptu aalt 
water bathing experience, 

Ideal weather conditions prevail- 
ed for the experiment. Only a light: 
breeze ruffled the surface of the 
sea sixty miles off Cape Charles, 
where the test was staged, and long 
lazy rollers coming in from the At- 
lantic barely moved the anchored 
submarine. 


Anchored in Arch. 


The attack was staged in an ap- 
propriate setting. Anchored tn a 
long arch that half encircled the 
‘U-117, the bulk of the battleship 
force of the Atlantic fleet took sta- 
tion to give naval officers an op- 
portunity to witness the unique 
demonstration, the most elaborate 
of the kind ever’held. Vice Admiral 
H, P. Jones, acting in command of 
the Atlantic fleet, was at the head 
of the battleship line in the flagship 
Pennsylvania. The other. dread- 
noughts present were the Nevada, 
Oklahoma, Arizona, Delaware, 
North Dakota and Utah. 

On the other side of the U-117 
and slightly closer to it, w@re the 
air foree tender Shawmut, the 
transport Hendereon and a number 
of destroyers and mine sweepers 
with observing and camera parties 
on board. Captain A. W. Johnson, 
commanding the air forces of the 
Atlantic fleet, directed the opera- 
tions of all air craft engaged in the 
experiment. 


FIRE CAUSES 
NC-7 TO LAND. 

Newport News, Va., June 21.—Pre- 
mature release of two bombs, car- 
ried by the giant NC-7 when she 
left the naval base this morning on 
a test flight, saved the lives of 12 
naval officers and men aboard when 
the ship eaught fire and was de- 
stroyed after a forced landing off 
Pinners Point, in Hampton Roads. 

Almost as soon as the NC-7 touch- 
ed water burning gasoline spread 
over the waves, threatening the lives 
of the twelve men who had leaped 
Overboard to save themselves. A 
radio operator was Overcome by the 
fumes, but at the further risk of 
their own lives his companions took 
his unconscious body and swam be- 
yond the danger zone. 

The army tug Brittania which had 
started racing to the ecene as soon 
as it became apparent that the NC-7 
was to be forced down, hauled ali 
twelve out of the water. E. J. Ap- 
Plegate, civilian employee of the 
army boat, jumped into the water 
and helped the radio operator 
aboard, where it was found he had 
suffered no ill effects from hig ex- 
perience. 

Had it become necessary to com- 
plete the schedule of attack upon 
the former German submarine U-117 
off the capes, the NC-7 would have 
been in the second attacking di- 
Vision and ehe was on a short trial 
flight when flames were discovered 
bursting from the main gas feed 
line. The plane was flying at an al- 


al. It would be betrayal of the 
causes for which we fought. 

“Further additions in expendi- 
ture for armament,” he deciared, 
“are only a handicap to those na- 
or in the race for commerce, who 
will, in the long run, lose all they 
won on the battlefields. I there- 
fore strongly urge that our policy 
should be such as to make this 
race in armaments impossible. 

Most Fatal Race. 

“In my opinion the most fatal 
race of all would be an armament 
race against America, which is so 
closely akin to all of us that the 
dominions regard her as the oldest 
of them all. 

“She is a relation with whom we 
most closely agree, and with whom 
we can do the most cordial work, 
She left our circle a long time ago 
because of a great historic mis- 
take. The wise policy might be 
to repair the error—to bring Anier- 
ica along the line of general co- 
operation with the empire. 

“America proved a staunch and 
tried friend in the war. She came 
late because she didn’t realize what 
was at stake. But in the darkest 
hour she came and arrayed herself 
on our side—and was the dete?min- 
ing factor of our victory. 

“Since the war we have drifted 
apart again. I don’t know the whole 
story. It is only known to you 
here. There are some matters 
which we haven't seen eye to eye, 
some as a result of the happenings 
of Paris, some from the mistakes 
of statesmen. But mistakes don’t 
alter the fundamental attitude of 
two peoples. 

Only Path to Safety. 

“To my mind it seems clear that 
the only path to safety is the Brit- 
ish empire’s path, in which we may 
walk together with America. 

“I do not wish to be understood 
as advocating an American alliance, 
nothing of the kind. It wonild be 
undesirable, impossible, and un- 
necessary. The empire does not 
want any exc!usive alliances, it 
wants to see established more uni- 
versal friendship in the world. It 
wishes to remove the causes of mis- 
understandings, the causes of fric- 
tion, and to bring together all free 
peoples in a world systemof friend- 
ly conferences over the world’s 
difficulties.’ 

“I wish to see a real socicty of 
nations, apart from the old ideas 
and practices which were the rvot 
and cause of war.” 

General Smuts declared that he 
had no doubt that although not a 
member of the league, American 
co-operation with Great Britain 
would be an easy, natural, and 
wise thing. He insisted that the 
European stage was no longer of 
first importance, declaring that the 
scenes had shifted to the far east, 
with the Pacific the world’s great 
problem for the next fifty years. 

“There Asia and America: meet,” 
he said. “There I believe the next 
great chapter of human history will 
be enacted.” 

Asked what the solution would 
be, whether it would be based on 
all the old fatal lines of rival 
groups, and exclusive alliances. 
leading to a catastrophe more tatal 
than that just passed, he declared: 

“We have arrived at the parting 
of the ways. If we are wisely guid- 
ed, this conference may become one 
of the great landmarks of history. 
It is opportune. The American sen- 
ate has already made the first move 
by calling for a conference between 
the United States, the British em- 
pire, and Japan. 

He concluded that Great Britain’s 
position enables her to €ct as a 
peace maker and mediatiog between 
the east and west. 


‘UNION MEMBERS FAIL 
TO INDORSE STRIKE END 


New York, June 21.—Local or- 
ganizations of the International, 
Seamen’s union and the Cooks, 
Stewards and Bakers’ union, by ref- 
erendum vote, have declined to in- 
dorse the agreement reached last 
week by the Marine Engineers’ Ben- 
efit association and shipping board 
to end the nation-wide marine 
strike. This announcement was 
made today at union headquarters, 

Local unions of the marine en- 
gineers, after acknowledging under 
protest the action of their national 
president in signing a working 
agreement with the shipping board, 
voted to return to work. 

Today a second vote was being 


taken. by the other two unions, as/ 


well as the organization of firemen, 
oilers and water-tenders, to decide 
whether they would continue the 
strike notwithstanding the action of 
the engineers or return to work on 


such terms as they might be able 
to make with ship owners.

North Carolina. : 

North Carolina was the plaintiff 
in the case. The decision marks the 
end of over three years of litiga- 
tion, during which time Mr, Watkins 
has represented the state of North 
Carolina. The ruling, he declared, 
was a distinct victory for the state, 
since it placed it in a position to 
better compete with its sister state 
in the commercial field to the south 
and southeast, particularily such 
points as Atlanta. 

Railroads of the southeast took 
an active part in all proceedings. 
The carriers naturally preferred the 
raising of the Virginia rate rather 
than the lowering of the North Car- 
olina scale. This, M.: Watkins said, 
would have been a material advan- 
tage from a pecuniary standpoint. 

The railroads, therefore, were 
losers in the decision. The North 
Carolina rate was lowered and the 
Virginia rate raised, the first class 
rate from both states to Atlanta at 
present being $1,56 1-2. 

Mr. Watkins was in Washington 
last September on behalf of the 
ease. Original proceedings were in- 
augurated by North Carolina. Vir- 
ginia intervened, and a hot fight en- 
sued, the culmination being markcd 
only Tuesday by the commission's 
decision.

ply purchases for the American ex- 
peditionary forces, He did a won- 
derful job. 

Dawes, who is chairman of the 
board of directors of the bank, 
called a meeting of the directors 
today and announced his plans. 

He will give up bank work en- 
tirely and devote ali his attention 
to his new position. It was decided 
that he should retain his title with 
the bank, however. 

After the meeting Dawes 
characteristically reticent. 

“T will have an important state- 
ment to make when I get to Wash- 
ington,” he said. “I will have noth- 
ing to Say before then.” 

Live With Pershing. 


Dawes will live wtth General John 
J. Pershing in Washington as the 
latter’s guest. He will be accom- 
panied by Francis Kilkenny, who 
was one of his aids while he was 
director of supply purchases for the 
army.

MARKET RALLIES 
AS STOOKS RISE 


New York, June 21.—The stock 
market’s continued descent was 
checked today, after a brief period 
of weakness in which United States 
Steel again was conspicuous. Many 
leading shares recorded extreme re- 
coveries of 1 to 5 points. 

Further easing of money rates 
and a growing conviction that the 
extended reaction had exceeded the 
bounds of caution were among fac- 


tors which prompted hurried cov- 
ering on short commitments. 

There was little in the movement, 
however, to indicate more than ten- 
tative public participation. Com- 
mission houses reported a fair 
amount of odd lot buying, especially 
in representative issues. Sales 
amounted to 1.000,000 shares. 

For the first time since October, 
1919, call money opened and re- 
newed at 5 per cent on the ex- 
change. In the open market and on 
prime collateral, this quotation was 
shaded by 1-2 of a full 1 per cent. 

Leaders of the rally comprised in- 
vestment rails such as Canadian Pa- 
cific, Northern Pacific, Great North- 
ern, Union Pacific and Reading;
